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The Town of Greenwood’s 2010/2011 Annual Report 
is respectfully dedicated to Blaine and Margaret Mills. 


Blaine and Margaret have spent many hours at the Greenwood Town Office working 
on inventorying and preserving the Town’s old records. Many hours of their time 
were dedicated to deciphering the hand written records and Blaine using his own 
typewriter to rewrite the records. The records have been transferred to acid-free paper 
and put into acid-free protective sheets to preserve them for future generations. 


In 1862, all of the Town’s records were lost in the Greenwood City fire. After the fire, 
the Town Clerks started interviewing families trying to replace the lost information 
from 1797 to 1862. Some information will never be recovered as some families had 
moved from Greenwood and were never interviewed. Over the years, Town Clerk’s 
changed and records were moved from house to house. After compiling a complete 
inventory of the Town’s vital records, Blaine and Margaret determined that we were 
missing the following records: Birth- 1862 to 1870 and 1891 to 1907; Marriage- 1816 to 
1840 and 1885 to 1892; and Death- 1862 to 1892. If anyone has information or knows the 
whereabouts of these records, please contact the Town Office at 875-2773.

Community Lakes Association Report 
April 2011 


At the annual meeting there was a vote to change the by-laws from two representatives 
from each town to a representative from each pond. We now have a list of ten people to 
represent each of the ponds. The list for Greenwood is: 


Twitchell Pond — David Brainard Round Pond — Mark Stearns 
Hicks & Mud Pond — Milton Inman South Pond — Ron Testa

The annual meeting this year will be at the 4-H camp and Learning Center in Bryant Pond. 
We gather at 8:30 for a social time. The meeting starts at 9:00 and usually lasts about an 
hour. 


Community Lakes Association Milfoil Control Efforts: 
We still have a significant milfoil infestation at Pumping Station Cove in Lake Christopher, 
and extensive infestations on Shagg Pond. This last year we received a large grant increase 
from both state and federal sources so we were able to ramp up our activities significantly. 
This has included purchasing and outfitting a suction harvester that is ready for the 2011 
season, increased staff, a very strong partnership with the 4H Camp at Bryant Pond and 
strong volunteer participation in making and laying down mats cover over the milfoil. 


In Lake Christopher, Pumping Station Cove the infestation was surveyed identifying 3 
large patches of variable leaf milfoil surrounded by individual plants and small clusters. 
Enclosures were placed around each large patch to prevent further spread and the areas 
outside the weeds in enclosures were hand pulled. We are also put up a screen across the 
cove with overlapping sections that will allow for fish passage. ALL the rest of the area 
inside the enclosures was matted, and all the remaining milfoil inside and outside of the 
cove was hand pulled. Throughout this time period there were numerous 4H Camp 
students and community volunteers making mats, helping install mats, learning about 
invasive plants and looking for milfoil around the lake. It is hopeful that a majority of the 
milfoil in Lake Christopher is significantly reduced making control efforts easier in the 
future. 

In Shagg Pond the beginning of the season survey indicated that we had at least 2.5 acres of 
milfoil in patches with numerous other small clusters of plants. With the help of increased 
staff and volunteer mat makers we were able to cover 2 acres of the milfoil. This is a 
significant amount of milfoil covered and hand pulled. However there is much more work 
to do. We will continue next year using the suction harvester and increased staff. We 
probably have enough mats made thanks to our busy volunteers. This coming year the 
emphasis will be to bring those mats up, clean them up and put them back down again, in 
addition to the suction harvester work. 


It looks like state funding will continue this coming year, but we are still waiting to hear 
whether federal funds have been approved. For the federal funds we also have to raise 
significant cash and in kind matches to equal the amount of the federal funds. Thank you 
to the town and all the people and organization, especially the 4H Camp at Bryant Pond, 
for contributing either time or money to this project.

Oxford County Regional Recycling Report 2010 


Oxford County Regional Recycling (previously called Oxford County Regional Solid 
Waste) has begun its third decade of service to 18 local towns. The recycling bins at 
your transfer station are ours. We bale your materials at our plant in Norway, and sell 
them in tractor trailer loads. We also handle your electronic or “universal waste”. 


Our original 20-year agreement expired in 2010. At town meetings last year, the 
agreement was renewed with a few changes: New name, moving our quorum 
specifications to the by-laws, eliminating sections pertaining to the start up of our 
board of directors. Each member town is entitled to a vote on our board. A few of 
our member towns have not appointed a director to represent them. Please do so. 


A lot has changed in the solid waste and recycling fields since 1990. Some towns are 
considering privatizing portions of their waste systems. Eco-Maine, based in 
Scarborough, is aggressively marketing their “single-sort” service where all 
recyclables are placed in one container per transfer station and sorted by convertors 
and machinery in Scarborough. This is more energy intensive than our current 
method of sorting by citizens at the transfer station and results in a less valuable 
product because the machinery dies not sort as effectively as people do. Is it worth 
giving up our local budget control and recycling market clout to move in this 
direction? 


To address these issues, OCRR and NPSW (Norway Paris Solid Waste have acquired 
a grant from the State planning office to hire a consultant to study our current solid 
waste procedures and see what cost-effective improvements or new directions we 
might take. A series of public meetings last summer and fall resulted in the 
appointment of a seven member steering committee, representing 7 towns in the 
OCRR area. A request for proposal was developed, 3 proposals were received, and the 
3 firms were interviewed in January. References are being checked as of this report. 
A choice of which firm to hire will be made in February, and a study will be 
completed within 3-4 months. 


Sales of recyclables covers about % of OCRR’s operating costs. (In 2009 the market 
crashed, but it has almost completely recovered now.) The net cost for OCRR 
member towns for all of 2011 will be $7.49 per person, assessed monthly or quarterly 
to each municipality.

Maine continues to face many challenges. As I travel across our state, | am inspired by stories of 
innovation and entrepreneurship, yet there is much more we need to do to improve our economy and 
create jobs. 


That is why I am working so hard to improve our nation’s trade policies and ensure that Mainers are 
competing on a level playing field. I was especially pleased that the International Trade Commission 
found in favor of U.S. paper manufacturers and their workers who filed a petition against Chinese and 
Indonesian companies that illegally dumped subsidized paper into our market. I worked hard to 
support this petition, and the tariffs that now apply to these imports will help keep Maine companies 
competitive and allow them to create and retain good paying jobs. 


Our state is also making important strides in developing the types of jobs and economic opportunities 
that can only be done here in Maine, For example, when Eastport partnered with a U.S.-based 
company to act as an embarkation port for 500 dairy heifers heading to Turkey, congressional efforts 
were able to help cut through red tape and bureaucratic challenges. Moreover, the entire bipartisan 
congressional delegation has successfully urged the federal permitting agency to begin the process for 
a long-term certification of the Port of Eastport as a livestock exportation facility. 


To that end, I cosponsored and helped pass into law last year the “America COMPETES Act,” which 
will create jobs through innovative technology loan guarantees for small and mid-sized manufacturers. 
I was pleased that two amendments I offered also made it into the final bill ensuring that when 
implementing the bill federal agencies work together to prioritize the needs of small businesses and 
that those communities most hurt by our trade agreements will be given special consideration. There 
are too many small businesses that are struggling to survive, and we must listen to these independent 
owners when they tell us what they need to grow and create jobs.

Dear Town of Greenwood: 


As the new session of Congress began, I was honored to become the longest, currently serving member of the 
U.S. Senate to have never missed a roll call vote. As the 111" Congress ended, I cast my 4,563” consecutive 
vote. It is a privilege to represent you in Washington, D.C. and I appreciate this opportunity to share some of 
my recent work as we look forward to the opportunities and challenges that lie ahead in the 112" Congress. 


Creating jobs and strengthening our economy remain our nation’s most pressing challenges, Far too many 
families and individuals throughout Maine and our nation are still suffering from a sluggish economy and high 
unemployment. That is why it was so vital for Congress to extend the 2001 and 2003 tax relief laws. I strongly 
supported a two-year extension because allowing these laws to expire would have resulted in one of the largest 
tax increases in our nation’s history, and job killing tax hikes could well have plunged our economy deeper into 
recession. 


Last year, I spoke to small business owners throughout Maine who told me that a tax increase could result in a 
loss of jobs and threaten the viability of their businesses. It is good news that Congress passed the two-year 
extension of these tax relief laws before 2010 came to a close, providing more certainty to businesses and relief 
for all taxpayers. . 


After years of repeated but unsuccessful attempts by the Maine delegation to address the federal truck weights 
law, I authored a successful truck weights pilot program in 2009 that was in effect for one year. The pilot 
program permitted trucks weighing up to 100,000 pounds to travel on Maine’s federal interstates, where these 
trucks belong, rather than being diverted to secondary roads, through small communities, downtown areas, and 
school zones. The benefits have been evident: improved safety, lower costs, reduced energy use, and reduced 
emissions. I was disappointed that the U.S. House of Representatives failed to take action either to extend the 
pilot program or to make it permanent. Making the truck weights program permanent will be one of my top 
priorities this year and will be the first bill I introduce in the new Congress. 


The President signed into law a number of bills that I authored or coauthored. I was proud to join Senator Joe 
Lieberman in leading the effort to repeal the so-called “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” law that applied to our armed 
forces. This long-overdue repeal enables the U.S to join 35 of our closest allies in welcoming the military 
service of any qualified individual who is willing and capable of serving our country. 


My efforts to counter the smuggling of illegal drugs across the Canadian border into Maine, and vice versa, were 
advanced when the President signed the “Northern Border Counternarcotics Strategy Act.” I was the lead 
Republican sponsor of this law, which requires the Office of National Drug Control Policy to develop a 
countemarcotics strategy similar to that of the Southwestern border in collaboration with our Canadian partners. 
The Senate Homeland Security Committee also conducted an extensive investigation into the Fort Hood terrorist 
attack. We will soon release a report with recommendations on how to reduce the possibility of such an attack in 
the future.

Former Senator Evan Bayh and I authored a new law that establishes a new Advisory Council to develop a 
national plan for combating Alzheimer’s disease. For the first time, this law charges federal agencies to develop 
a strategy to advance efforts to fight this devastating disease, at no additional cost to taxpayers. 

As far too many people know, Alzheimer’s disease inflicts pain and hardship on families, and costs Medicare 
and Medicaid billions, yet our nation has been lacking a national strategy to focus on this disease. 


Maine’s natural resource industries are essential to our prosperity. Last October, along with other Delegation 
members, I testified at an International Trade Commission hearing that resulted in a ruling that Chinese and 
Indonesian paper companies had been engaging in illegal trade that is unfair to our domestic industry. During 
the debate on the Food Safety Modernization Act, I successfully advocated for an amendment, backed by 
Maine’s small and organic farmers, to protect our small farms from excessive regulation. 


In my ongoing efforts to save jobs in Maine, I succeeded in convincing the EPA to rework regulations known as 
“boiler MACT” in a manner that protects the environment and public health without jeopardizing jobs in the 
forest products industry. I also authored successful legislation to provide small contractors more time to comply 
with EPA lead-based paint regulations. The high fines for non-compliance would have put many small 
contractors in Maine out of business. 


Working with the University of Maine, I helped advance the development of deep water, off-shore wind energy. 
Last summer, Energy Secretary Steven Chu visited UMaine at my request, which resulted in an announcement 
that the Department would dedicate $20 million to develop and test deepwater offshore wind technologies. 
UMaine remains on the cutting edge of this work, which has the potential to create 15,000 jobs. 


1 secured funding for a number of important transportation projects in 2010. For example, following my request, 
U.S. Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood announced that the Department would award $10.5 million for 
Maine’s effort to save freight railroad service in Northern Maine, and $20 million for the rehabilitation of the 
Memorial Bridge between Kittery and Portsmouth. 


As a member of the Senate Armed Services Committee, I worked to ensure that our men and women in uniform 
have the resources and support they need to protect our freedom. In 2010, I supported efforts to improve health 
care and other services for our military personnel and veterans, and authored key provisions to strengthen our 
national defense by supporting the vital work at Bath Iron Works, the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard, Pratt & 
Whitney, the Maine Military Authority, and other Maine industries. Following my letter last year to the 
President’s top budget official urging him to include increased funding for the DDG-51 program in next year’s 
budget, Defense Secretary Gates recently announced that the Pentagon would seek an additional DDG-51 in its 
five-year budget. 


The 112” Congress will bring extraordinary challenges as we work to improve the economy, lower the 
unemployment rate, seek ways to reduce federal spending to bring the federal debt under control, and debate a 
host of other important issues. I am grateful for the opportunity to serve Greenwood and Maine in the United 
States Senate.
